This information was 

recetved inua report dated 2b August 1961, 


This same source, in a report dated 1 September 19G1, stated 

that (fnu) ARMONAS, the Cuban G-2 agent in Costa Rica, delivered 

a ‘lecture at a meeting on 21 August 1961, Sponsored by the, 

Cubans. He spoke’ particularly to a group of Communist. sympathizers 


‘and militants who were chosen to go to Cuba during the week - Pep apa ; 


starting 27 August 1961, to receive six weeks of instruction:
